1. Touchdown (6 points) — Scored when the ball is 
in possession of a player in his opponent's goal 
area and is declared dead by the Referee, any 
part of the ball being in goal. 

2. Field Goal (3 points) — Scored when a drop or 
place kick (except on Kick-off) goes over the cross¬ 
bar and between the posts of the opponent's 
goal. 

3. Rouge (I point) — Scored when: 

(a) A player, in his own goal area, is tackled 
and held with the ball in his possession or 
the ball is declared dead. 

(b) When the ball touches or crosses the dead¬ 
line or touch-in-goal line. Such a ball must 


touch the ground, a player or some object 
beyond these lines. 

(c) An offence is committed by a team within 
its own goal area. 

4. Safety Touch (2 points) —Scored when the ball is 
declared dead in the legal possession of a player 
in his own goal area provided that the ball was 
carried, kicked or passed into the goal area by 
this player or a member of his team. 

5. Convert (I point) — A team which has scored a 
touchdown is entitled to attempt to add one point 
to its score by putting the ball in play by a 
scrimmage from any point on or outside the op¬ 
ponent's 10 yard line. Score may then be made 
by kicking the ball between the goal posts, or by 
passing or carrying it across the goal line.

Football fans can be difficult taskmasters and 
unpredictable sideline critics. 

You have an outstanding example at the 
moment as coach Douglas Clyde "Peahead" 
Walker goes about the re-vitalizing of his three 
times Big Four champion Montreal Alouettes. 

By early July of 1956 Walker had one of the 
best conditioned football units in the country. 
With cool deliberation he plotted a pre-season 
campaign designed'to wipe out memories of a 
Grey Cup shellacking in Vancouver at the hands 
of the Edmonton Eskimos. 

The Larks belted the behoozis out of Saskat¬ 
chewan Ruffies, Edmonton Eskimos and Winni¬ 
peg Blue Bombers in rapid succession at Mon¬ 
treal's Molson Stadium. Things never looked so 
good. Ageing tackles Tex Coulter and Jim Staton 
seemed to take new leases on life. But the side¬ 
line critics were never wholly satisfied. "Coulter 
and Staton are over the hill. They must go." 
This was the chant. 

The Larks started running out of steam in late 
October. They literally shot their bolt with a 
record scoring victory over Hamilton Tiger Cats 
in Montreal, 82-14 or thereabouts. A week later 
in Hamilton the Cats rocked the tiring Larks 
under a 52—to something or other score. 

Crippled fore and aft and also midships, the 
Larks were then humbled at home by the incon¬ 
sistent Argonauts in a gridiron nightmare. It was 
Montreal's first league defeat at the McGill park. 
Only Saskatchewan had beaten the Als in their 
college home. That was a weird 12-3 decision 
in mid-summer of 1955. 

By late season the fans again were after the 
scalps of Coulter and Staton. After the Grey 
Cup in Toronto last Fall critics both East and 
West trained their guns on the veteran tackles. 

Today Coulter and Staton are in retiremnt. 
Coach Walker has come up with the most pro¬ 
mising crop of import line candidates in years. 
The Larks have been imprssive against Kitchener 
Dutchmen, Calgary Stampeders and Saskatche¬ 
wan Ruffies. Still the boys on the sidelines aren't 
safisfied. They question whether the Montreal 
line replacements are good enough for the long 
haul. 

Actually this could be the youngest and fast¬ 
est forward wall Walker has had since he moved 
to Canada in 1952. If Billy Shipp's ailing back 
behaves, he should be one of the best tackles in 
the country. He's fast for a big guy. He took 
good care of Ruffie linemen while paving the 
way for big gains by Abbruzzi and Joel Wells. 

Walker will pick his guards and tackles from 
an aggressive crop that includes several lads 
capable of playing either line spot. His candi¬ 
dates include holdover A1 Makowiecki (back after 
a year in the army); Norm Hamilton from Texas 
Christian; Emmett Zelenka of Tulane; Bill Hud¬ 
son, a giant tackle from Clemson; Jim Martin, 


guard from Missouri; Dick Hill, guard from 
Michigan. The competition eliminated Ed Heur- 
ing of Maryland last week. 

The Montreal club has had an unprecedented 
string of training camp and exhibition game in¬ 
juries. Ken Owen of Georgia Tech hasn't had a 
trial run but he's still regarded as a possible 
backfield employee. Johnny Majors of Tennessee 
and Joel Wells, the most versatile import back- 
fielder ever landed by the Larks; homebreds 
Doug McNichol, Johnny Blaicher, Tommy Moran, 
Tony Tonegusso and Bill Bewley are either hos¬ 
pitalized or walking wounded. 

At the moment the only sure thing is the Mon¬ 
treal Alouette band and majorettes are snappier 
and healthier than any similar group in North or 
South America. 

The Eskimos might clip our wings, but they'll 
never beat our band!.!

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A Matter ot Facts

A savant is describ¬ 
ed in some dictionaries 
as: "A man of great 
learning," possessed of 
a keen memory, can 
remember with remark¬ 
able clarity details of 
pre-historic events such 
as when the last time 
the Stampeders beat 
the Eskimos . . 

Without attempting to 
set myself up with such, 
a noble rating it might be interesting to compare 
the records of the Stampeders and Eskimos since 
the latter were shamed into re-entering the 
W.I.F.U. in 1949 by Calgary's Grey Cup victory of 
1948. Needless to say such a comparison quali¬ 
fies as "sadistics" more than statistics. 

Tonight's game marks the 45th time that the 
two clubs have met in league and playoff com¬ 
petition during the last nine years. The Stam¬ 
peders record over that time is an unfaltering 
won 13, lost 31 performance, while it has been 
outpointed 861 points to 613 on the scoreboard. 

Playing in each other's backyard, Calgary has 
won but five times in Clarke Stadium, and three 
of those victories came in 1949, when even Henry 
Viney could have made the first year Eskimos 
The Stamps' last moment of glory in Edmonton 
occurred on October 11, 1952, with the score- 
board reading 33-30 for the Red Raiders. 

In Mewata Stadium the Pesky Eskies have 
been considerably more successful in the visitor's 
role, having emerged victorious in 14 of 22 con¬ 
tests. Calgary's last victory over Edmonton, any¬ 
where, came on the night of September 13, 1954, 
with Larry Siemering's club finishing ahead 20 
to 6, the only time that Calgary has ever beaten 
the Pop Ivy-Jackie Parker-Johnny Bright combine. 
Since then Edmonton has run up a .string of nine 
straight victories, the longest winning streak be¬ 
tween the two clubs. 

It is worth noting that the Stamps have been 


unable to beat the Eskimos as defending Grey 
Cup champions, however, Calgary fans can take 
comfort in the thought that Edmonton couldn't 
beat their heroes either when they were the de¬ 
fending national champions in 1949. 

The most points ever scored by Calgary in one 
game againtst Edmonton was the 41-5 drubbing 
dished out by Keith Spaith and company at 
Mewata on September 25, 1949. The Eskimos 
most prolific performance was the 52-0 debacle 
in Edmonton last year when the Stamps were 
between horses in midstream. 

Tonight the Cowboys find themselves in an 
unfamiliar position, that of sharing with Edmon¬ 
ton the honour of being the only undefeated teams 
in the W.I.F.U. 

All eyes tonight should be on big No. 84 of 
the Eskimos, our old friend Johnny Bright, who 
appears to be in for his best year as a ball 
carrier. Calgary's leading candidate for rushing 
honors so far is homebrew Alan Valdes, wearing 
No. 88, who picked up 74 yards in last Monday's 
game aaginst Vancouver.

The 215 
pound back's most celebrated clash so far came 
with massibe (240 pounds) Jerry Jaynes of B.C. 
in pre-season exhibition play. They collided and 
Jaynes went down in chunks as though he had 
been pole-axed.

But, as Calgary players 
put it. "the next time he went Carraway's way, 
Jaynes tippy-toed away in the opposite direc¬ 
tion."

Pop Ivy's club has 
been in a class by itself 
the past three years 
and if you note the 
rosters of four other 
W.I.F.U. clubs, Ivy's is 
the only club not re¬ 
building. 

The balding (giving him the benefit of the 
doubt) Eskimo coacher has added but two or 
three players to this year's edition, and one of 
these, Kurt Burris, isn't exactly a stranger to 
Western fans. He's got Tommy Pearson of Ok¬ 
lahoma playing at end and then there's a young 
junior fullback by the name of Mike Lashuk. 

But why should Ivy rebuild? Where can he 
improve on the Brights Kwongs, Tullys, Parkers, 
Miles, Andersons, etc.? 

Tonight Calgary fans will see Don Getty in 
action for the first time as the first string quarter¬ 
back and if his Canadian youngster can play to 
his Grey Cup form, he's worth watching. 

Yet, I'm not firmly convinced Getty will play 
to that form all season. I'm not convinced that 
Ivy won't move Parker back to the quarterback 
slot before this campaign is over. 

In the last two play-off games against Regina 
last season and in the Grey battle, Getty was 
certainly impressive. However, there are those 
who feel the Eskimos, knowing they had a rookie 
at the helm, got up even higher for these games. 
Got up to help the kid over the rough spots. Can 
the Eskimos, then, stay "up" for 16 full league 
games. Can they continue to help him over the 
rough spots? 

Parker, of course, is in a class by himself 
whether at quarterback, halfback, defensive half 
or as a peanut vendor in the stands. It has long 
been my contention he is the finest triple threat 
backfielder ever to play Canadian football and 
as long as the Esks have such a performer, 
they're going to be on top or within breathing 
distance thereof. 

And if the Esks give the ball to Johnny Bright 
as many times as they give it to Normie Kwong, 
look for the hottest ground gaining race in years. 
Bright, .still a young man at 26, is in his football 
prime and his bull-like charges should be a high¬ 
light of the 1957 season. 

One difference about the Edmonton attack 
will be noticeable tonight. Whereas in the past 
the Esks have used their four backs in tight, Ivy 
is experimenting with his two halfbacks split out¬ 
side the ends, leaving his fullbacks in tight. Bright 


and Kwong stay in tight, while Miles and Parker 
are split. This would appear to favor more of a 
passing game than the Eskimos have used in the 
past. Getty has good receivers to fire to. Be¬ 
sides the halfbacks he has Pearson and Bill 
Walker at ends and both are fast enough and 
shifty enough to make the pass a real threat. 

Tonight's game should be a good one. Lasi 
year, when Calgary and Edmonton met for the 
first time the score was 23-22 for Edmonton in a 
real thriller. If I remember correctly, the Cow¬ 
boys came back from a 16-0 first quarter deficit 
to make it that close. Same thing two years ago. 
The Stamps appeared to have the opening game 
won, only to miscue on an Edmonton fumble in 
the Edmonton end zone. They got a two-point 
safety touch instead of a touchdown and lost the 
game by two points. 

Otis Douglas is hoping the ball will take a dif¬ 
ferent bounce tonight.

always give the Eskimos trouble. B.C Lions 
showed Ivy, though nobody else, that they'd be 
rougher and tougher. - 

The Stamps would have to be vastly im¬ 
proved, at least. They tinished 14 points back of 
the Edmontons last year. The Blue Bombers will 
have to be "a lot better." They were third, four 
points back, and they held only one legitimate 
victory over the champs. 

Saskatchewan Roughriders always give the 
Eskimos trouble, according to Ivy, but they gave 
them nothing to cause any embarrassment after 
winning the first game of the finals. The second 
was a contest, the third was a rout. 

The B.C. Lions won six games in 1956. The 
Eskimos won 11. They'll have to be rougher, 
tougher and score a good deal more points. 
They didn't sound rougher and tougher in news 
reports of three exhibition games, but Ivy knows 
where to apply the salve. 

After conceeding improvements in the four 
clubs that make up the happy W.I.F.U. family, 
Ivy suggested that his team would have to ex¬ 
pect more efficient operation if the championship 
was to stay in Edmonton. If the Eskimos operate 
more efficiently than they did a year ago, there 
isn't much point going through with the schedule 

There are those who swear the Eskimos were 
the most efficient crew that ever played in a Grey 
Cup final last November. They were also the 
most brutally destructible and generally admired 
But better? . . . say it isn't so. 

Ivy was employing one of the oldest dodges 
of them all to lift his team to the proper pitch. He 
makes casual observations to the newspapermen, 
knowing the stuff will be printed and knowing 
better still that pro athletes, or any athletes, never 
miss the sports page. 

ABOUT THE ONLY THING THAT CAN BEAT 
THE Eskimos this season is complacency and ad¬ 
vancing years. Ivy will do his best to look ater 
the complacency, but the age problem has to look 
after itself.

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Old Rivals

Naturally, it is both 
important and nice 
when Calgary wins a 
football game. 

But it is doubly im¬ 
portant and extra nice 
when Calgary wins a 
football game against 
Edmonton. 

For that matter, it 
doesn't have to be foot¬ 
ball. In any variety of 
atheltics, victory has al¬ 
ways been sweeter for Calgarians if it was at 
the expense of that hated rival at the other end 
of the Calgary-Edmonton railway line. 

And vice versa. 

This thing has been going on for many years 
in all forms of sport, but if any reason is needed 
as to why the feeling runs a little deeper in foot¬ 
ball, it may be found in the fact that football was 
probably the earliest sport to be placed on an 
inter-city basis in this part of the country. 

So far as can be found by pouring over old 
newspapers, stalwart young men first started 
tossing oval-shaped footballs around Calgary in 
the 1880's when the Canadian Pacific Railway 
was pushing its way through the Rockies. Seems 
they, were doing likewise in Edmonton. 

It was only a matter of time before the two 
cities got together and decided that civic honor 
required a meeting on the football field. 

They met for thefirst time in 18890. 

Edmonton won. 

The score is unknown, but it must have been 
quite a game, even though British rugger rules 
were used. 

Anway, it took both sides more than a year to 
recover from it. There was no game in 1891. But 
they got back at each other's throats again in 
1892. It was a saw-off. Each club won one 
game. 

This time the boys were really exhausted. 
Even one year's layoff wasn't enough to revive 
their enthusiasm. For a while, in fact, it looked 
as though the two cities might become shining 
examples of brotherly love, with no thought of 
lickin each other to a frazzle on the sports field. 
But the peaceful situation couldn't last. 

In 1906 they were at it tooth and nail again 
and the battle has continued ever since. 

The real root of the trouble between the two 
is believed to have nothing to do with sport. 

First signs of bitter rivalry seem to have de¬ 
veloped when the C.P.R. chose the southern route 
for the trans-continental railway and Calgary be¬ 


came a mainline city while Edmonton was by¬ 
passed. Edmonton was fit to be tied. 

Then, when the province of Alberta was form¬ 
ed in 1905, it was Calgary's turn to be miffed. 
Edmonton was made the provincial capital. Ed¬ 
monton was given the University of Alberta. 

What to do to get even? 

Well, there was always the football field— 
and that is still where the two cities are settling 
their differences in a rivalry that has become 
traditionanl as that betwen West Point and An¬ 
napolis, Dublin and Belfast, cast and dogs. 

Complete records are not available, but they 
probably won't show too much spread betwen 
tho two cities on the football field over the years. 

Calgary has the edge when it comes to doing 
big things first. Edmonton has the edge in the 
matter of quantity of major triumphs. 

Calgary brought the first Western Canada 
title to Alberta in 1911. Edmonton had to wait 
10 years to attain the same honor, but then did 
it twice. 

Calgary brought the first Grey Cup to the 
province in 1948. Edmonton came along in 1954 
and then did it three times. 

Seems like a repetition of the song that says 
something about "Anything you can do, I can do 
better.'' 

Sez who? Oh yeah? 

Here we go again. Edmonton vs. Calgary. 
And who would want it to be different?

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Regina vs. Calgary

The man who by a 
controversial quote — 
"The East plays dumb 
Football" — Frankie 
Fillchok, brings his Sas¬ 
katchewan Roughriders 
into Mewata Stadium 
next Saturday night. 

That quote they say 
did more to bring out 
the fans in Montreal 
and Ottawa than ail 
big names on the Ai- 
(that's the Ottawa Rough 
Riders) and the Saskatchewan Roughriders com¬ 
bined. Frankie Fillchok is smart like a fox-—both, 
on and off the gridiron. He was a great player, 
he is fast earning a reputation as being a great 
coach—his side kick and co-worker, Dean Grif- 
fing, well-known to Calgary fans, was (when he 
played) one of the best and most colorful players 
to ever done a uniform in Western Canada. Now 
he is regarded as one of the best football talent 
scouts in the business. He always comes up with 
the player, big name or otherwise, to fill the spot 
that Coach Frank Fillchok requires to be filled. 

With Fillchok directing the play from the side¬ 
lines—and the ever colorful Griffing directing 
barbs at the Calgary fans, it should be a great 
night for the football fans of Calgary come Satur¬ 
day night—August 21st. 

The Roughriders walloped Hampon Poole's 
Argos in one exhibition game—lost to the Ottawa 
Rough Riders and Montreal Allouette.s in the other 
two. Since then little in the way of exciting foot¬ 
ball stories has emenated from Regina, the most 
football conscious city in Canada. When Rough- 
riders play here in Mewata next Saturday they 
will already have two league encounters under 
their belt. B.C. Lions and Edmonton Eskimos. 
They'll be ready and the Stampeders had better 
be ready for them. 

Here is a club that has had to do a lot of re¬ 
building — and you don't replace players like 
Gordon Sturtridge (killed in the December airline 
crash) and a fellow like Harry Lampman, re¬ 
leased to play with Hamilton—without a lot of 
scouting, selecting and screening, but reports 
have it that the Roughriders will be rough this 
year. Both Coach Pop Ivy, the veteran and Bud 
Grant, the rookie—have called the Roughies to 
finish as high as second place. 

Last year they finished second—won 10 lost 6 
—they are reportedly better this year . . . WHY? 
Well, they still have Frank Tripucka, considered 


by many as smart a Quarterback as Jackie 
Parker, but not quite as able to do as many 
things as well as the Edmonton Quarterback- 
Halfback, Bobby Marlow and Larry Isbell are still 
in the line-up—and on their better nights Marlow 
can carry the ball with Kwong or Bright—and 
Isbell can punt with any other kicker in the Con- 
fernce. 

Martin Ruby has long been considered along 
with Tinsley and Huffman as the best linemen in 
the League. Edmonton, of course, do not go along 
with that thinking, but they have so many other 
stars, in the Capitol that they don't take issue 
with those who sing the praises of the linemen 
mentioned. Who have the Roughriders got this 
year they didn't have last years that will make 
them, according to the pre-season forecast, a bet¬ 
ter club than last year? Well, check your pro¬ 
gram for the numbers of these players—- 

Backs: Jack Hill of Utah—Sam Wesley of Ore¬ 
gon, some say he will be the greatest, Tackle: 
John Witte of Oregon State. All-American Guard: 
Bill Glass of Baylor. Centre: Galen Whalmeier of 
Kansas. 

The Roughriders have always played a pleas¬ 
ing brand of football, much more so than Edmon¬ 
ton, who, while they are not always colorful, al¬ 
ways seem to win, but this could be Fillchok's 
year. Calgary fans will know more about that 
after watching them in action next Saturday 
night. Calgary pride themselves on being good 
football fans—but in the cold light of facts, no 
city in Canada supports their football club better 
than the Queen City of the Plains, Regina. 

They are the smallest city in big time Cana¬ 
dian football, their player budget reportedly 
doesn't come near that of cities like Edmonton or 
Winnipeg, and certainly not Vancouver, who 
have been trying ever since they entered the Con¬ 
ference to buy a Championship. 

Each succeeding year the Roughriders come 
up with a good football club. This year is no 
exception . . . some say this could be Regina's 
year.
